REMARKS 

This reply responds to the Office Action dated 13 October 2010. 

Claims 1-3, 17, 27-29, 31, and 32 are amended, no claims are canceled, and no claims are 
added; as a result, claims 1-6, 17-20, and 26-33 are now pending in this application. The 
amendments to the claims are fully supported by the specification as originally filed. No new 
matter is introduced. Reconsideration of the above-identified application is respectfully 
requested in view of the amendments above and the remarks that follow. 

Support for the amendments to the claims can be found in the specification, for example, 
at paragraphs [0013], [0014], and [0027]. 

In The Title 

The Title is amended in view of the claims. No new matter is introduced. 

The Reiection of Claims Under Si 102 

Claims 1-6, 17-20, and 26-33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by "MiniSafe MS4600 Series Safety Light Curtain," MiniSafe MS4600 Installation and 
Operating Manual (07/08/1999), pages 1-39 (hereinafter "MiniSafe"). These grounds of 
rejection are respectfully traversed for at least the reasons made of record. 

However, to further prosecution of the instant application, claim 1 is amended to further 
clarify this claim. MiniSafe does not disclose an access door as recited in amended claim 1. 
Therefore, MiniSafe does not teach each and every claim element of claim 1, MiniSafe does not 
teach the identical invention in as complete detail as is contained in claim 1, and/or MiniSafe 
does not teach each and every claim element arranged as in claim 1. Thus, MiniSafe does not 
anticipate claim 1 and claim 1 is patentable over MiniSafe. 

Claims 2-6 and 31-33 depend from independent claim 1 and are patentable over MiniSafe 
for at least the reasons stated above with respect to claim 1 . Further, in view of the additional 
features of each of these dependent claims, these claims may be allowable for one or more 
reasons in addition to and/or in alternative to those reasons identified above. 

MiniSafe does not disclose an access door as recited in amended claim 17. Therefore, 
MiniSafe does not teach each and every claim element of claim 17, MiniSafe does not teach the 
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identical invention in as complete detail as is contained in claim 17, and/or MiniSafe does not 
teach each and every claim element arranged as in claim 17. Thus, MiniSafe does not anticipate 
claim 17 and claim 17 is patentable over MiniSafe. 

Claims 18-20 and 26-30 depend from independent claim 17 and are patentable over 
MiniSafe for at least the reasons stated above with respect to claim 17. Further, in view of the 
additional features of each of these dependent claims, these claims may be allowable for one or 
more reasons in addition to and/or in alternative to those reasons identified above. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejections of claims 1-6, 17-20, and 26-33, and 
reconsideration and allowance of these claims are respectfully requested.

There are one or more comments in the instant Office Action for which there is 
disagreement. However, the discussion of the Office Action has been limited to such discussion 
to efficiently expedite the prosecution of the abovementioned application. The right to further 
address the comments of the Examiner at a later date, if necessary, is herein reserved.
